Korea. 

Maj.  Clifford  J.  Eby,  currently 
assistant  professor  of  military 
science  at  Northwestern,  will  be- 
come acting  professor  of  military 
science. 

Lt.  Col.  Avery  joined  the 
Northwestern  staff  in  1966  and 
became  head  of  the  college's  175- 
member  Reserve  Officers  Train- 
ing Corps  program  the  following 
year. 

A  native  of  Five  Points,  Ala., 
Lt.  Col.  Avery  was  commissioned 
a  second  lieutenant  in  the  U.S. 
Army  in  1951  following  his 
graduation  from  Auburn  Uni- 
versity, where  he  was  an  out- 
standing ROTC  student. 

Following  a  year  at  Fort  Jack- 
son, S.C.,  he  was  assigned  to  the 
Korean  conflict.  He  was  promo- 
ted to  captain  in  1956  and 
served  in  Germany.  From  1959 
until  1961,  he  was  an  artillery 
transport  instructor  at  Fort  Sill, 
Okla. 

Lt.  Col.  Avery  was  battery 
commander  at  Fort  Benning,  Ga., 
from  1961  until  1963,  when  he 
was  promoted  to  major  and 
transferred  to  Germany  as  ba- 
tallion  commander  and  executive 
officer.  He  was  promoted  to  Lt. 
Colonel  in   1967. 

Honors,  medals  and  awards 
presented  to  Lt.  Col.  Avery  in- 
clude the  Korean  Service  Medal, 
United  Nations  Service  Medal, 
National  Defense  Service  Medal, 
Korean  Presidential  Unit  Cita- 
tion and  the  Army  Commenda- 
tion  Medal. 

While  at  Northwestern,  he 
worked  toward  his  master's  de- 
gree in  business  administration 
and  was  awarded  the  degree  in 
January.

Small  Decrease 
Is  Noted  Again 

Northwestern's  enrollment  for 
the  .spring  semester  is  5,151  ac- 
cording to  Registrar  Walter  P. 
Ledet. 

In  announcing  the  spring  term 
registration  figures,  Ledet  said 
the  undergraduate  enrollment  is 
4  387,  £nd  the  Graduate  School 
enrollment  is  764.  Graduate  stu- 
dents are  enrolled  in  master's, 
specialist  and  doctor's  degree 
programs. 

A  breakdown  of  undergradu- 
ates by  schools  shows  1,617  in 
Education;  910  in  Liberal  Arts; 
799  in  Business;  767  in  Science 
and  Technology,  and  294  in 
Nursing. 

In  the  Graduate  School,  649 
students  are  in  the  master's  de- 
gree programs,  85  in  the  special- 
ist degree  programs,  and  30  are 
seeking  doctor's  degrees.  The 
specialist  degree  is  30  hours  be- 
yond the  master's. 

Of  the  total  enrollment,  2,739 
are  men,  and  2,412  are  women. 
There  are  1.820  freshmen,  776 
sophomores,  741  juniors  and 
1,050  seniors.  The  freshman  en- 
rollment is  the  largest  ever  for  a 
spring  semester  at  Northwestern. 

Director  of  Housing  C.  L. 
Starnes  said  2,577  students  are 
housed  on  campus  this  semester. 
The  figure  includes  1,354  women 
and  1,223  men.  The  total  enroll- 
ment at  Northwestern  is  made 
up  of  4,387  full-time  students  as 
.umpared  to  only  751  part-time 
tudents.  Full-time  students 
make  up  more  than  85  percent 
ni   the  enrollment. 

Northwestern's  spring  term 
I  luollment  is  down  by  361  stu- 
dents from  last  spring,  but  the 
percentage  of  decrease  from  the 
fall  to  spring  semester  is  the 
smallest  in  several  years. 

President  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick 
blamed  the  enrollment  drop  on 
large  tuition  and  room  and  board 
increases  made  necessary  at  the 
college  by  a  shortage  of  state  ap- 
propriations. 

Kilpatrick  also  pointed  out 
that  state  funds  for  financial  aid 
to  students  were  cut  by  $75,000, 
forcing  many  students  to  leave 
school  in  order  to  work  for  a 
semester  before  returning. 
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Mrs.  Kilpatrick  Has  Many  Roles

rick are  asked  the  question,

Besides  her  "job"  as  wife  of 
Northwestern's  president,  Mrs. 
Kilpatrick  is  an  educator,  an  ac- 
tive civic  leader,  a  capable 
housewife,  and  the  mother  of 
two   teenagers. 

It  takes  a  special  kind  of  wo- 
man, a  woman  with  versatility, 
to  handle  such  a  complexity  of 
roles  and  responsibilities  .  .  .  and

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  is  that  kind  of 
woman. 

In  one  day,  she  may  speak  be- 
fore a  campus  organization,  do 
the  family  shopping,  host  a  cof- 
fee for  faculty  members,  and 
plan  and  give  a  successful  din- 
ner party  for  dignitaries. 

As  hectic  as  her  schedule  may 
sound,  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  still  finds 
time  to  enjoy  her  "job",  especial- 
ly "meeting  so  many  interesting 
people." 

In  her  role  as  first  lady,  Mrs. 
Kilpatrick  comes  in  contact  with 
a  large  number  of  Northwest- 
ern's 6000-plus  student  body. 
Working  with  these  students  is 
what  she  describes  to  be  "the 
most  interesting  part  of  my  job. 
It's  wonderful  to  get  to  know  a 
student  when  he  enters  North- 
wesern  as  a  freshman,  then 
watch  him  grow  and  mature 
through  the  years,  and  then 
graduate." 

Mrs.  Kilpatrick  has  opportuni- 
ties to  meet  students  and  ob- 
serve their  progress  through  her 
honorary  memberships  in  num- 
erous campus   women's  organiza- 


tions, by  attending  and  speaking 
at  college  club  meetings  and 
functions,  and  by  students  at- 
tending receptions  and  informal 
parties  given  at  the  Kilpatrick 
home. 

Presently  she  is  planning  to 
host  an  open  house  for  all  North- 
western students  April  14,  15 
and  16  to  enable  every  college 
student  to  tour  the  existing  Pres- 
ident's Cottage.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick 
says  she  got  the  idea  for  the 
open  house  this  fall  when  sev- 
eral students  knocked  on  the 
front  door,  asking  if  they  could 
tour  the  house. 

For  many,  the  open  house  in 
April  will  be  the  last  chance 
thej'  will  have  to  tour  the  Presi- 
dential Cottage.  In  May,  the  Kil- 
patricks  are  scheduled  to  move 
into  the  new  Northwestern  pres- 
ident's home,  now  being  con- 
structed near  the  college's  Ad- 
ministration Building.  The  pres- 
ent home,  built  in  1928,  is  out- 
dated and  vastly  in  need  of  re- 
pairs and  remodeling. 

In  preparation  for  the  move, 
Mrs.  Kilpatrick  is  selec'ng  car- 
pets, drapes  and  light  fixtures 
for  the  new  home  which  has 
been  designed  specifically  with 
entertaining  in  mind.  A  larger, 
better-equipped  kitchen  and  din- 
ing facilities  are  included  in  the 
plans. 

Entertaining  is  an  importaiit 
aspect  of  being  Northwestern's 
first  lady.  For  example,  Mrs. 
Kilpatrick  is  in  the  process  this 
semester  of  giving  six  afternoon 
coffees  and  six  dinner  parties. 
The  coffees  are  designed  to  give 
the  Kilpatricks  an  opportunity  to 
become  better  acquainted  with 
the  college's  300  faculty  mem- 
bers, while  the  dinner  parties 
are  for  people  in  the  Natchi- 
toches area. 

Besides  representing  North- 
western, Mrs.  Kilpatrick  has  the 
normal  duties  of  any  mother  of 
two  teenagers.  Mrs.  Kilpatrick 
and  her  husband  both  take  an 
active  interest  in  their  children, 
Lael,  17,  a  senior  at  Natchitoches 
High  School,  and  Young,  13,  a 
Northwestern  Junior  High  stu- 
dent. The  Kilpatricks  are  often 
seen  attending  activities  in 
which  the  two  teenagers  are 
participating. 

Working  with  youngsters  is 
nothing  new  for  Mrs.  Kilpatrick, 
who  has  taught  some  13  years  in 
Louisiana  public  schools.  A  mu- 
sic major  and  graduate  of  North- 
western, she  taught  at  Fair  Park 
High  School,  Jonesboro  -  Hodge 
High,  West  Monroe  High,  and 
was  supervisor  of  elementary 
music  for  Ouachita  parish.

With  Enrollment  of  First  Coed 


The  sex  barrier  has  been  bro- 
ken in  Northwestern  State  Col- 
lege's Reserve  Officers  Training 
Corps  with  the  enrollment  this 
semester  of  Janie  Topp,  a  fresh- 
man coed  from  Lake  Charles. 

Miss  Topp,  a  petite  blonde, 
became  the  first  female  to  enroll 
in  military  science  at  Northwest- 
ern since  the  ROTC  program  be- 
gan on  the  campus  20  years  ago. 

Col.  Charles  E.  Avery,  profes- 
sor of  military  science  at  North- 
western, said  Miss  Topp  was  ad- 
mitted because  "Army  regula- 
tions are  written  in  a  way  that 
we  do  not  discriminate  against 
anyone.  Besides,  she  has  bright- 
ened the  scenery  down  here." 

Despite  the  fact  that  Miss 
Topp  is  the  only  female  in  the 
175-member  corps  at  Northwest- 
ern, she  has  presented  few  prob- 
lems. "About  the  only  thing  we 
have  had   to  d(    's  send  to  Fort 


Polk  for  some  WAC  uniforms," 
said  Col.  Avery. 

Although  Miss  Topp  is  partici- 
pating in  drill  sessions,  weapon- 
ry courses  and  other  ROTC  ac- 
tivities in  addition  to  her  mili- 
tary classroom  studies,  she  will 
not  be  able  to  receive  a  commis- 
sion in  the  armed  services  even 
if  she   completes   ROTC. 

Col.  Avery  said,  "Janie  will 
receive  academic  credit  for  her 
ROTC  participation,  but  she  will 
not  be  commissioned,  because 
she  can  not  go  to  summer  camp, 
which  is  required  of  all  military 
students  who  are  commissioned." 

He  explained  that  Miss  Topp
